REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
applicant's argument that Haqinova dismisses Green's technique of "natural lithography": therefore, it does not provide 
motivation for combining Green with Haqinova is found unpersuasive. In contrary. Haglnova's dismissing of Green's teaching 
would provide motivation for modifying Green's technigue because he teaches that his method would improve the natural 
lithographv. used by Green, by provide the ability to control the nanostructure size (page 2934. left column). 

Applicant's argument that Green's teaching includes resist while Haglnova's teaching doesn't include resist: therefore, there is 

motivation to combing these references absent the use of applicant's own claims to provide motivation is found unpersuasive 
because the motivation provided in the reiection can be found in Haginoya's teaching (please see page 2934. left column). In 
response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 

based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 

obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based uoon hindsight reasoning. But so 

long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the 

time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 

applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin. 443 F.2d 1392. 

170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971).
